The State of New Hampshire. 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Whitefield, in the county of 
Coos, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs. You are hereby 
notified to meet at Town Hall, in said Whitefield, on Tuesday the 
ninth day of March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects, viz: 


Ist. To choose a Town Clerk. 

2nd. To choose three Selectmen. 

3rd. To choose a Treasurer. 

4th. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 

Sth. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 


Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions for the same. 


6th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and building of highways and bridges. 
7th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the proper 
observance of Memorial Day, and appropriate the same 
to the use of the local Grand Army Post. 
8th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and building of sidewalks. 
9th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the purchase of 
books and paying all other expenses of the Public Library. 
10th. To raise such sums as the Town may deem expedient to pay 
on the Town debt. 
11th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and building of sewers. 
12th. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 


hire by Town note, such sums as they deem necessary to 
pay current bills the year ensuing, 


13th. To see how much the Town will raise to support street lights 
14th. To see how much the Town will vote to raise and appro- 


priate for public band concerts for the ensuing year. 
15th. To raise such sums as may be necessary to pay interest on 
the Town debt. 
16th. To raise such sums as may be neceesary for the care and 
improvement of cemeteries.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
amount of money necessary to secure State Aid for the 
permanent improvement of highways under the Laws 
passed at the January 1905 session and amendments 
thereto, 

To see if the Town will vote to erect a Soldiers Monument 
or Memorial, raise and appropriate a sum of money for 
the same, and or raise the same by issuing Town notes, 

To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen to give 
prescription permits to one or both of the local druggists 
to sell liquor for medicinal use under the provisions of 
Chapter 99, Laws 1919. 

To see if the Town will vote to exempt from taxation for a 
term not exceeding four years the manufacturing 
establishment operated by the Hampshire Tanning 
Company and or $8. L. Argoos ‘Tanning Company on the 
Browns’ Mill site and the capital used in operating 
the same, 

To see how much the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
to set out trees, and trim and care for trees on the 
Common and highways. 

To see how much the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for the repair of Town Buildings. 

To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
employ a Tratlie Oficer for all or a portion of the summer 
months and during automobile travel, and raise and 
appropriate a sum of money for the same, 

To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Selectmen to 
reserve Brown Street Hill for sliding one night a week 
from seven to nine o’clock under proper supervision. 

To transact any other business that may lawfully come be- 
fore the meeting.
